PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  EMPLOYMENT  IN  THE  DISTRICT 


The  Rural  District  is  situated  in  the  North  Western  portion 
of  the  Country.  It  comprises  26  parishes  covering  an  area  of  49,727 
acres  of  mainly  agricultural  land,  and  whilst  there  are  no  large 
villages,  each  parish  has  a  village  or  hamlet  forming  a  nucleus. 

There  is  very  little,  if  any,  other  form  of  industry  apart 
from  farming  in  the  area  and  for  seme  years  now  there  has  been  a 
dec’Leaso  in  the  number  of  people  turning  to  agriculture  for  a  liveli- 
hood.  Many  young  people,  quite  naturally,  tend  to  go  to  Hereford  or 
Leominster  to  work.  Also,  quite  a  large  number  prefer  to  move  away 
completely  fiom  the  Rural  area  into  the  larger  towns,  such  as 
Birmingham,  where  there  is  much  more  scope  by  way  of  employment  and 
leisure.

The  Public  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Weobley,  Dilwyn,  lioccas 
and  Canon  Pyon  have  functioned  very  well  during  this  past  year. 

There  is  anplo  capacity  at  the  Weobley  Works  to  accommodate 
the  flow  from  Ledgemoor  and  Weobley  Marsh,  the  new  development  under 
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construction  at  Boar  Croft  Estate,  possibly  King's  Pyon  and  in 
due  course,  Bush  Bank.  The  installation  of  a  standby  generator 
ensures,  as  far  as  it  is  possible  bo  do  so,  that  the  Weobley 
Works  can  be  kept  operational  during  times  of  crisis. 

At  Dilwyn  an  extension  to  the  Works  is  necessary  to 
meet  growing  development  requirements,  and  by  December  emergency 
plans  for  additional  drying  beds  were  in  hand  and  the  Consulting 
Engineers  were  preparing  detailed  plans  for  an  extension  to  the 
W  orks . 


Much  progress  has  been "made  as  respects  Staunton-on- 
Wye,  Norton  Canon  and  Eardisland,  and  towards  the  end  of  this 
year  proposals  had  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  various 
Departments  for  schemes  covering  a  wide  area.  The  scheme  for 
Ledgemoor  and  Weobley  Marsh  was  also  nearing  tender  stage  and  a 
survey  in  the  Almeley  District  was  scheduled  to  take  place  before 
the  31 bt  March,  1974,  but  it  now  appears  likely  that  Almeley 
could  possibly  best  be  served  by  pumping  crude  sewage  to  nearby 
Eardisley,  where  extensions  to  the  existing  Works  will  soon  be 
required  because  of  development  and  infiltration  of  subsoil  water. 

The  Scheme  at  Bishops tone  was  not  completed  at  the  end 
of  the  year  because  of  the  enormous  difficulties  encountered, 
due  to  adverse  ground  conditions  during  construction.  There  is 
a  prospect,  however,  that  completion  may  be  effected  by  the 
31 st  March,  1 974. 

/ 

The  Pres ton-on-Wye  Scheme  was  commenced " during  April, 
1973,  and  good  progress  was  maintained  throughout,  there  being 
every  reason  to  suppose  that  completion  will  be  effected  by 
April,  1974.

Officers  of  the  Council  were,  during  1973,  appointed 
to  prepare  a  project  on  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  for  presen¬ 
tation  to  the  Leominster  District  Council,  who  will  assume  this 
Council's  responsibilities  on  the  1st  April,  1974.  It  was 
revealed  that  progress  in  this  area,  in  the  field  of  water 
pollution  control,  compares  quite  favourably  with  progress  made 
by  neighbouring  Authorities. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING-  BATES 

There 'are  no  public  swimming  baths  within  the  area. 

A  small  pool  is,  however,  in  use  at  Weobley  County  Primary  School 
for  the  use  of  pupils.  Samples  of  water  from  the  Baths  are 
regularly  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  combined  District  Services  operated  from  Weobley 
to  all  parts  of  the  Weobley  and  Kington  Rural  District  Areas  has 
functioned  smoothly  during  the  past  twelve  months.  It  is 
regretted,  however^  that  as  a  result  of  Government  pressure  to 
reduce  expenditure,  it  was  found  necessary  not  to  proceed  with 
the  distribution  of  plastic  sacks  for  use  as  bin  liners,  to 
every  householder. 

Had  the  scheme  been  adopted,  it  would  have  repre¬ 
sented  a  major  step  forward  from  a  hygienic  point  of  view  and 
in  the  writer's  opinion,  a  saving  in  man  power  could  ultimately 
have  been  achieved,  as  housing  developments  in  the  area  proceed.

Unfortunately,  as  "Warfarin"  resistance  among  the 
rodents  has  increased,  the  operator  has  been' overwhelmed  with 
work.  It  seems  more  than  likely,  therefore,  that  following 
reorganisation  on  the  1st  April  next,  the  Leominster  District 
Council  will  feel  obliged  to  enlarge  the  rodent  control  ser¬ 
vice  to  enable  it  to  adequately  handle  the  increased  demands 
now  being  made  on  the  service  by  the  general  public.

Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

The  scheme  has  been  implemented  by  the  Council  since 
1952  and  so  far  278  proposals  have  been  approved.  Dwellings 
improved  under  this  scheme  now  amount  to  14.1/°  of  the  total  of 
occupied  houses 

Thirty-five  schemes  were  approved  by  the  Council  during 

the  year. 

Standard  Improvement  Grants 

This  method  of  improving  old  properties  continues  to 
be  well  received  and  during, the  year  thirty-three  applications  were 
made  and  approved,  with  sixteen  completed  and  paid. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  in  1959,  some  357 
proposals,  amounting  to  about  18,2/®  of  the  total  of  occupied 
houses  in  the  area,  have  been  approved,  five  of  these  being 
later  withdrawn  by  the  applicants. 
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COUNCIL  HOUSING  AND  BUILDING  D  DVELOPMENT 

A  scheme  for  the  erection  of  eight  houses  and  four 
bungalows  at  Pres ton-on-Wye  was  moving  forward  again  at  the 
end  of  the  year  with  a  view  to  building  operations  being 
commenced  during  May/ June,  1974,  following  completion  of  the 
public  sewerage  system  for  the  village. 

The  proposals  for  a  further  six  houses  and  twenty- 
four  bungalows  at  Ueobley,  and  twc  bungalows  at  Dilwyn,  were 
well  advanced  in  December  and  it  seems  likely  that  this 
development  could  also  be  proceeded  with  by  the  Leominster 
District  Council  during  May/ June,  1974. 

The  advantage  in  each  case  is  that  the  Council 
already  owns  the  land  required. 

A  request  for  further  bungalows  at  Almeley  was 
favourably  received  and  forwarded  to  the  Leominster  District 
Council  with  a  recommendation  for  action.

No  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  storage  of 

carbide.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES AND  BUTCHERS '  SHOPS 

There  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  Weobley,  both  of 
which  are  used  regularly.  During  the  year  - 

173  Beasts  211  Sheep  390  Lambs  527  Pigs 

were  slaughtered  at  the  two  establishments  and,  after  inspection,  the 
following  meat  was  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.

By  comparison  with  1972,6,2$  less  animals  were  slaughtered 

in  the  area. 

A  100$  inspection  of  all  carcasses  and  organs  has  been 
maintained.
